The charter amendment

ordered p rinted on the p rimary 
ballot by the cou ncil last week 
after City Clerk Theo Berg cer­ 
tified that the p etitions circu lated 
by city emp loyes obtained moru 
than enou gh names to meet char­ 
ter requ irements. 
The retirement system is de­ 
signed to p rovide mu nicip al em­ 
p loyes with a retirem ent system, 
as they do not come u nder the 
p rovisions of the national social 
secu rity legislation. The p lan re­ 
qu ires contribu tions by both em­ 
p loyes and the city and will be 
set u p on an actu arial basis when 
it becomes op erative.
